1 . This action is responsive to the amendment, filed 12/24/2002 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 


(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), 
and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 


The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to 
the examination of this application as the application being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) 
voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1 5 3-14 and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 

Patterson, .JR. et al. (US 2002/0,198,813). Hereinafter, Patterson 

Patterson discloses a method, system, and program for executing market orders, including: 

receiving an order from a customer of a market participant (paragraph [006]); 

checking if a market participant identification associated with the order from the customer 

matches a market participant identification representing a quote in the system which is at the best 

bid or best offer price in the system [0106], [0126], [0145]; 
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if the market participant identification matches the market participant identification 
representing a best bid or offer quote in the system, matching off the customer order against the one 
of the best bid or best offer that is at the opposite side of the market irrespective of any other priority 
established from matching orders in the system [0005]-[0008]. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 3-14, and 16-18 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
